Ice House Burned. 
Tile Washington Ice Company's house on 
the creek, between the South Rondout ferry 
and McCausland'* ship yard, was discovered 
by the men employed in Hie yard, to be on 
lire in the south-west corner near the roof, 
just as Hie men were going to work at one 
o'clock on Monday afternoon. 
The alarm was 
given and the fire department promptly re­ 
sponded to it. 
Hand engine Ne. 4, was the 
first to arrive, and look up a position on the 
end of the Company's dock, to leeward of the 
tiro, Hie wind being from the south-west and 
quite fresh. 
Lackawanna steamer No* I, ar­ 
rived arid took | tori (ion near No. 4, bot when 
her suction was put into the creek it was 
placed so near the dock, where the water was 
shallow, slie sucked full of sand aud was not 
used. 
Poiickhoi kie steamer had a position 
near Lackawanna, mid nile did splendid ser­ 
vice. 
Lin Ute) ’n steamer and the .South Roti- 
dout hand engine, with Cornell 
lion* and 
Hook and Ladder truck, were at McCausland'* 
ship yard, where Ute two engines did noble 
execution, South Rond oui making up iii ener­ 
gy what she lucked iii power, and to her is 
given the credit of saving the building oil the 
yard used as a moulding room, store house 
etc., before the arrival of the other engines. 
R q i i Hose was with the Pone (hock e .-to tine , 
as w as Weber,but they furnished hose as requir­ 
ed to the engines. 
Till* lire I* supposed by 
some to have originated from a spark from 
the chimney of McCausland’* saw-uilll, by 
others from Hie streak of chain lightning, 
which occurred soon after twelve o'clock. The 
capacity of Hie I loose was sixteen thousand 
tons, and us two rooms only were empty, 
there m uri h ive M m from 
ten to twelve 
thousand ton* of ice in ita l the time of the 
conflagration, which destroyed both ice and 
house. 
The structure burned very rapidly, 
being tilled in between the ice ami outriding 
with dry sawdust, which with the dry liny 
covering the ice ou top, made a rapid fire ami 
very dense autumns of smoke. 
About two 
o'clock, when the tire was at its height, there 
came a drenching shower of rain, winch not 
only 
canned a stamped* by the immense 
crowds of peoj.lc who lined the side hill in 
rear of the burning building, but sn aided Hie 
firemen, that Ironi that moment, they bud the 
flumes in subjection, much to the delight of 
the occupants of Hic dwelling-houses Iii the 
immediate vicinity, who had, hoarily removed 
most of their household goods to what they 
considered places of safety. 
At three o’clock 
(lie tire was entirely subdued, and nothing of 
the ice bouse standing but the charred tim­ 
bers of the ride wall* and the sour!bern end. 
Soon after the shower, Wiltwyck Hose No 
I, 
and Kingston Hose No. 2, of tho Western 
Department, arrived on the scene, and did 
excellent service w.tb their hone und muscle.

WOULD IT BK POLITIC TO RK-BLZCT GRANT ? 
Oil Friday evening last, Hie Port Ewen De­ 
bating Society had a discussion on Hie sub­ 
ject, 
Resolved, Tint it would be politic to 
re-el act U. 8. Grant to the Presidency. 
On 
the affirmative side were originally cast, L. J. 
Dayton, Dr. Jonah Hasbrouck and Mr. Ely.— 
O.i Hie negative sine were cast Dr. E. McKen­ 
zie, Henry Krelger ami Francis Carr. 
Mr. 
Ely and Dr. Hasbrouck not lieing present, Mr. 
Krciger, rather than have no debate, assumed 
the affirmative, and thus the forces were mar­ 
shalled for battle. 
The discussion was held bi 
the moulding room of Morgan Everson’* ship 
yard, which was fig lie I and trirnm si with sev­ 
eral national flags, burgees mid other speci­ 
mens of limiting. 
Tile place whereon the re­ 
porter took his notes was a carpenter’s bouch, 
on which tim moulds to form the ribs and 
other portions of the frame of many a graceful 
craft now afloat ware drawn with symmetry 
by “the m uter and his men." Seats for Hie 
audience were composed of heavy oak ship 
planks resting on upturned boxes, the uses of 
which, should they bo desert lied, would fill a 
column. 
In various parts of the groom were 
moulds of vessels, and through the open win­ 
dows came pungent odor* of pitch and oakum 
mingled with the scent of freshly hewn Umlier, 
while ever and anon would pass a snorting tug 
dragging a tow of siil vessels to the river be­ 
yond, and fro.n this open door, the bosom of 
Hie crock was a sheen of silver light from tin 
rn )oii riding high la the heaven*.

indulged in, they were all Grant to a man.— 
Soon after 8 o’clock the meeting was called to 
order by Mr. Krieger, who m ale a motion that 
Mr. Morgan'Everson bu appointed chairman, 
which wa* un minions!)' carried, and Mr. Ev­ 
erson conduete I to Hie chair, or rattier pl ink, 
which he wasn't compelled to walk, but sit.— 
Mr. Day ton moved that two associate jud 
In* appointed to aid in deciding the result of 
the debate, which, alter some argument, in 
which flights of eloquence iu praise of Mr. 
Everson’* honesty and clear-lie ldedneo* were 
indulges] in by all the disputants, was carried. 
On motion it wa* resolved that the chair­ 
man select hi* associate Judges. 
Messrs. Grecian and Washburn were Belee 
ed, and took seats, oue on each side of the 
chairman. 
On motion it wos resolves! that twenly min­ 
utes Ije allowed each speaker. 
The debate was ojiened by Mr. Dayton, sod 
full notes laaen by Hie reporter present, but 
want of space will only permit us to give th* 
heads of the argument advanced by each speak­ 
er. 
Til* sh a k er said the question of the ev­ 
ening interested people of both parties, as it 
wa* not an office for u day, but for four years. 
Grout had M m in office for tiearly four years, 
urn! the (quaker desired that his official acts 
should Im* scanned dispassionately. 
He then 
discussed the finance question, showed how 
the revenue tax on many articles had beon re­ 
moved, ami yet tho debt was tieing wiped out 
at the rate of from ten to fourteen millions |>er 
month. 
Toe lows lim) M m administered with 
equity und Justice. 
Office-holder* had been 
kipped ort'. 
Grant was no orofor, nor was it 
necessary he should be; ho considered ail 
measure* carefully, and when his Bund wa* 
mode up he carried them out with firmness.— 
Grant Iud carried out Abraham Lincoln'* 
ideas; hod wi|Hvl out polygamy, was opposed 
to free love, and the gentlemen on the nega­ 
tive rile could not show one point wherein 
Grunt'* administration hail Men a failure.— 
The speaker thought be should be re-elected, 
for “a bir i in the hand I* worth two in the 
bash." The speaker then gave Greeley, Da­ 
vis and the retails a scathing; denounced 
Greeley’* school teaching, farming aud print­ 
ing as h Arilli«. 
Greeley would, lf elected, re­ 
establish polygamy. II* went for him on “the 
wayward sister* depart in peace” question; 
reel an extract from an editorial in Ilar|K*r’* 
Weakly on Greeley; sold Greeley was the can­ 
didate of the democracy, and “ we all know 
what that means.” (Here the rejiorter began 
to wonder wh.it Greeley had to do with the 
question under discussion). 
The speaker 
launched out into a flowery speech about 
Grant un i “ hi* strong-armed men," battle 
fields, Ac., gave Greeley a dig for bailing Jeff 
Davis, which the speaker culled “unchaining 
the M uring lion.” Thought Greeley, if elect­ 
ed, would In* moulded in Hie hands of tile 
politicians like putty iii tile hand* of a paint­ 
er, and wound up by declaring if Grant was a 
good man he should lie re-elected. (Applause.) 
Dr. McKenzie felt some interest in the 
question, and would to God be was equol lo 
Hie task of discussing it; would to God ult Hie 
I wop:* of the United State* stood licfore him 
to hear Ins warning voice; pronounced Grant 
a usurper aud a disgrace to the American 
people; was surprised how easily that peo­ 
ple 
were 
duped 
la everything; politics, 
medicines (7) nil the 
sciences, und they 
bad been awfully duped in politics for the last 
four year*. 
He pulled it heavy on “ when the 
ides of November shall Mil around;’’ wsnt 
heavily for I he Cincinnati question and for Day­ 
ton on the polygamy abolished assertion, and 


was un inhuman wretch, for lie wouldn’t ex­ 
change prisoners with tho re’oels, and gave tis 
an excuse, he “ di In’t waul poor sick soldiers 
lor good healthy ones.” “Man’s inhumanity to 
man makes countless millions mourn.” He got 
bick on tho national debt, aud sal J Grant don't 
pay the debt; Congress does. A foreigner com­ 
ing to our shores would imagine from repub­ 
lican newspaper talk that onee each month 
Grant put Ids baud in Ilia pocket und paid 
out ten or fourteen millions. 
G rant had es­ 
tablished military usurpation around Ga Hot 
boxes north and south, using tho standing ur- 
niy for that purpose, while out on our western 
frontier the hardy sons of toil, w ho were carry­ 
ing our star of empire thither, were getting 
their “ liar liz ” by the noble Indian with per­ 
fect looseness.- (Apl I mse.) 
Mr. Kreiger was in an embarrassing posi­ 
tion; he came to speak on tho negative side, 
but as the affirmative was so weak, he had 
c inseuted to go over und help it. 
He pitched 
into Dr. McKenzie for trying to ruin Grant’s 
military reputation; lie wouldn't pluck a sin­ 
gle laurel from G rants brow, though ho was 
dyed in the wool a Democrat. 
G rant left a 
rat thing for life to be tho people’s President 
fir only four years, 
lf Grant had killed only 
83,338 men to re-unite the country, he was a 
bully liny, because any other general would 
have killed three times as in any. 
Thought 
Grant would be nominated, and he should tie. 
Grant w;is only the executive, and had only 
carried out the law s of Congress as lie had 
sworn to do.

He went for'C.ul Schurz and the bol­ 
ters, then went for Horace Greeley; said he 
was a fro: lover aud had children ail over Hie 
country,who, if Greeley was elected, would be 
otfieo holders. He'd sooner have Grant w itll hi* 
Methodism than Greeley with Iii* free love; 
repudiated Dr. McKenzie'* assertion that the 
G rant party was responsible for the New York 
frauds, and declared i' wa* the leeches iii the 
Democratic party who perpetrated them; and 
Greeley and the Tribune had tried to shield 
them, when it was Grant’s organ, the New 
York Tmirs, which had unearthed them. 
Ile 
compared Gram 's life and success to those of 
Patrick llenry. 
Grant had never failed a* a 
General, and has not fulled as President.— 
(Applause.) Wouldn't go Horace Greeley un­ 
der any circumstances, for Greeley had al­ 
ways fought the Democrat*, one of which the 
*;>eaker was, dyed In tho wool. 
Desired to 
Ste Grant the next President. 
(Applause.) 
Mr. Carr satd the question for discussion hail 
been Ignored, und the audience wa* treated to 
u disquisition as to whether Horace Greeley, 
with all his Isms, should be the next Presi­ 
dent. 
The speaker thought Greeley’* nomi­ 
nation was proof that there wa* “ *omethiug 
rotten In Denmark," or the Republican party. 
Grant boil I wen elected ou a reverse of public 
opinion; “ there is a tide in the altair* of men 
which taken at it* flood lead* to fortune.’’— 
Hie speaker wouldn't give a history of Grant * 
fallings before he became President, but 
would prove him a greater failure than the 
flying machine since he reached Hie desired 
consummation of hi* w iahcs.

Grant hadn't paid the debt. 
Here tile speak­ 
er produced aud read an array of figure*, the 
smallest commencement of which the report­ 
er thinks wa* billions, but uo one knew, or 
cared anything about them, not even the 
reader, for he several time* got tangled in the 
net be was trying to spread for others.

wound up by declaring that Hie debt was

Lect* ural various ramification* ut those 
families, who are ail iii office, are |ioase«*ed 
of, and bow they go raging about the country, 
bulling this thing ural bet.rill:; that Hung, until a 
pour man just bud no slow at all to get Lunk 
on uny little spec he might go into for making 
a few million*. 
There wok that rebel Long- 
street in the New Orleans Custom House w.tb 
a flue chaiics bi steal. He's u relation br Mr*. 
Grant; then then* wa* another relative iii 
Chicago wiio stole so that poor people c juldn’t 
put up their little but* uutil he wa* sweetened 
somehow. 
(Thu reporter don t know what he 
stole unless it wa* bricks.) 
Ke-coiistruction 
of tbs southern states next received the speak­ 
er’* attention. 
Grant wouldn't let 'em come

to overawe them. 
(Here Mr. Day bm called 
Mr. Carr to order, and iuforuied hun those were 
Democratic law* which Graut wa* carrying 
out.) The speaker resum'd by reading a lim

Grant 
might lie a great general, but be bad been hon­ 
ored tong eiiougn, und had bouse*, horse*, 
mule* and dog* enough given bim, aud “ he 
had had enough junketing* at Long Bruucb 
with the Lamented Jim Fisk aud hi* concu­ 
bine*.”
